AX FRANCISCO, the earthquake 
stricken city, lins long liven per­ 
m eated with an air of romance 
and adventure. 
Nowhere may 
one turn w ithout being rem inded of 
the legends that have l»een woven 
around tin* forty-niners and their im­ 
m ediate followers. 
The names of the 
streets and of the business blocks, such 
as Kearney. Sutter. Montgomery, Du­ 
pont, Flood, Crocker and Sharon, bring 
to the mind of the visitor long forgot­ 
ten stories of riot or adventure and of 
fortunes whose vastness once excited 
his wonder or made him incredulous. 
The site of the city was first visited 
by Europeans in 1769, and In ITT."! Bu- 
careli ordered a fort, presidio and mis­ 
sion founded on the bay. 
One year 
later, the year of the Hecla ration of 


happened: “Its houses were left unoc­ 
cupied and 
unprotected, its form er 
trade ceased, Its lots fell to a small 
part of their value, its tw o weekly 
newspapers were suspended, aud the 
town, deserted by the bulk of its in­ 
habitants, w as at one time without u 
single officer clothed with civil author­ 
ity.” 
A fter the first rush to the gold dig­ 
gings the town began to regain its lost 
ground, aud ere long the influx of gold 
seekers gave quite an im petus to its 
growth. 
The town w as incorporated 
in April, 1850, and the first common 
council elected proceeded with diligence 
to plunder the city treasury. 
The 
same year the state was adm itted to 
the Union, aud when the steam er Ore­ 
gon brought the news there was no 
telegraphic 
communication

days business w as entirely suspended 
ami the entire population rushed to the 
w harfs to welcome the harbinger. The 
town had about 1 0 ,0 0 0 inhabitants at 
th at time, aud when the people were 
informed that the signal flags of the

1 0 ,0 0 0 voices on the wharfs, in the 
streets, upon the hills, housetops aud 
the world of shipping in the bay.” 
Iii its early history the city suffered 
from several disastrous fires. Between 
December, 1840, aud June, 1851, six 
conflagrations played havoc with the 
growing young town. B etter buildings 
were planned and several fire compa­ 
nies were organized. These w ere steps 
in the right direction. 
It was also dis­ 
covered that the tires were started by 
crim inals who profited by the confu­ 
sion. 
Tills fact and the inefficiency and 
corruption of the city governm ent Uni 
a large num ber of citizens to organ­ 
ize the fam ous vigilance committee 
which rilled the place In 1851. Quite a 
numl>er of crooks were lynched by 
the committee, others were driven out, 
like John Oakhurst, the leading figure

W hen Editor 
King of the Bulletin, win) had de­ 
nounced the thugs, was m urdered by 
Jam es I*.

Many 
law breakers w ere later put to death, 
and tin* regim e of the California “bad 
m an” cam e to an end. 
It has been asserted th at San F ran ­ 
cisco is the most cosmopolitan city in 
the world, and by cosmopolitan is 
m eant a population from all parts of 
the world. 
Not long ago the records 
indicated that 45 per cent of the peo­ 
ple of the city were born iii foreign 
la nils, not iii tw o or three different 
countries, but in practically every land 
under the sun. 
According to the na­ 
tional census reports for 1800, San 
Francisco had a total population of 
298,997. 
Of these 172,186 were native 
born and 32(1.811 were born outside of 
the United States. 
Fully half the 
grown persons in the comm unity re­ 
moved to California from alien lands, 
while a large percentage of the other 
half and of the general boily of chil­ 
dren w ere of foreign parentage. 
In 
1900 San Francisco had a population 
of 342,782, of which 34.1 per cent w as 
foreign born. 
San Francisco has long been famed 
as one of the “wide open” cities of the 
United States. 
As in the days of 
1840, the gam bler devotes himself to 
his vocation with little interference 
from the authorities.

The mission w as 
secularized iii 1834 and a town laid 
out the year following. 
In 3846 an Am erican man-of-war. un­ 
der command of Commodore John B. 
Montgomery, entered the harbor anil 
hoisted the stars and stripes over the 
town. 
Mexico, which succeeded Spain 
as the ow ner of California, was then 
at w ar with the United States, and tile 
act of Commodore Montgomery ended 
her 
dominion 
over 
San 
Francisco. 
M ontgomery 
appointed 
Lieutenant 
W ashington A. B artlett to Im* Frisco’s 
first alcalde, or mayor, under tile new 
regime. 
Under Spanish and Mexican 
rule the town was a sleepy, unprogress­ 
ive place, but with the coming of Amer­ 
icans and the discovery of gold in 1818 
there came an era of growth and hus­ 
tle. 
This did not eventuate at once, 
for the first news of tile discovery of 
gold practically depopulated San F ran­ 
cisco. 
The town was smitten as by a plague, 
ra d one historian thus describes w hat 


Flat.” and the city went through a pu­ 
rification process that w as of great 
benefit to it. 
The as]lect of San Francisco at this 
tim e w as not inspiring to inflowing 
gold seekers. It was a straggling med­ 
ley of low. dingy adobes, frail wooden 
shanties. Inurn in an afternoon, with a 
sprinkling of more respectable fram e 
houses and a m ass of canvas mid rub­ 
ber habitations. 
It was mainly a city 
of tents, rising in a crescent upon the 
shores of tin* cove. 
From ('lark point 
it skirted the land to Telegraph hill, 
along the Clay street slopes, tapering 
away to tin* California street ridge. 
The larger until lier passed to the south­ 
west shores of the cove. Ireyond the 
M arket street ridge, a region sheltered 
from blustering winds and provided 
with good spring w ater and named the 
Happy Valley. 
Stockton street, stretching from Sac­ 
ram ento to Green streets, presented 
tin* neatest cluster of dwellings, and 
Powell street w as the abode of churches, 
for of the six churches in existence in 
the middle of 1850 til roe graced its 
sides and tw o stood upon cross streets, 
within half a block. 
Mason street, 
above It. was really the western limit 
of the city, as Green street w as the 


earthquake two of the most prom inent 
corners iii the city were occupied by 
gambling dens. 
One of them, known 
as the Cafe Royal, lins been a veritable 
gold mine for its proprietors. 
Tile California suprem e court has 
rendered a decision to the effect that 
the game of draw poker is not a game 
of chalice, but involves judgm ent and 
other elements as well as chance or 
luck, and because of this decision these 
places are perm itted to lie m aintained. 
They are frequented by a hard look­ 
ing crowd of men, and m any scandals 
are told associated with these places. 
A visitor’s life is probably safe in these 
resorts, but his money is not. It is said 
that the son of the prem ier of British 
Columbia was fleeced of $8,500 in the 
< \ r * I! val a few years ago. 
H e lost 
$1,500 in cash, but stopped paym ent on 
$7.iHH) In checks. 
San Francisco lins forty-seven square 
miles of territory, or about 
30.000 
acres, within tile municipal limits. The 
finest residences are on Nob hill and 
Pacific heights, both of which districts 
command magnificent views of the 
bay and the Golden Gate. The city 
has six large parks and tw enty-tw o 
small ones, and Golden G ate park oc­ 
cupies over I,(MO acres.
